Tern-agei s growing up in the first decade 
of th e wee of space travel have a normal 
interest in rocketry which is being met 
across tile country bv efforts at suppres- 
mon each time a homemade rocket blows 
up and kills or maims a child. 
It is just as difficult to keep dangerous 
rockets out of the hands of children today 
a> it was to keep them from tinkering with 
radio sets 30 years ago. 
After all. IVemher von Braun got his 
start with rockets he built and fired from 
an isolated field near Berlin. If he had 
blown himself up in an early trial, there 
might h a te been no buzz bombs to make 
the London nights exciting in the 1940s, but 
neither might there be a pair of Explorers 
in the sk y today.

credit and cheaper money — is 
beginning to take hold today at 
the grass roots level.

ing cost of living. 
It’s easier today for business 
and individuals to borrow — and 
then spend. It’s harder for individ­ 
uals to balance their budgets and 
buy m ore—an anti recession move 
of whose effectiveness there Is lit­ 
tle doubt.

started last fall by the Federal 
R eserve Board.

Rusiness is still borrowing large 
sum s, both on short-term 
loans 
from the banks and on long-term 
issues sold to investors. But the 
dem and for those loans isn't as 
great as it was. 
And the authorities hope that the 
latest 
moves 
for 
easier 
credit 
term s and m ore available funds 
now will lead corporations to re ­ 
vive ex pansion plans and business 
ventures and thus bolster the slip­ 
ping economy . 
Individuals have been borrowing 
less, especially for such sizable 
houses. E asier credit is one of the 
purchases as new cars and new 
prescriptions which the W ashing­
